COPENHAGEN, Sept. 24 
(Kyodo-UP)—Shunichi Matsu- 
moto, Japan's special envoy to 
Russia, left Copenhagen for 
Moscow today at 2:45 p.m. 
GMT (11:45 p.m. JST) by an 
ordinary Soviet Aerofiot plane. 
He was scheduled to arrive in 
the Soviet capital at 12:30 
a.m. Moscow Time (6:30 a.m. 
JST). 


The main-current faction of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party is 
rushing preparations for Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s trip to the 
Soviet Union on the assumption 
that he and his peace mission 
may depart for Moscow around 
Oct. 6. 


Hatoyama, Agriculture-For- 
estry Minister Ichiro Konp and 
other members of the main-cur- 
rent faction expect plenipoten- 
tiary delegate Shunichi Matsu- 
moto, scheduled to arrive in 
Moscow this morning to report 
the result of his contact with 
the Kremlin during the week. 


However, it is expected that 
intra-party wranglings over Ha- 
toyama’s projected trip to Rus- 
Sia will flare again with the re- 
ceipt of Matsumoto’s report. 
Diehards within the party cen- 
tering around the Yoshida fac- 
tion are attempting to block the 
Prime 
means, 


They have been planning to 
block Hatoyama’s proposed trip 
by organizing a joint front 
against the main-current faction 
and also to press for early re- 
tirement of the Prime Minister. 

Matsumoto jis commissioned to 
sound out the Kremlin as to 
whether the Russians have the 
intention of continuing delibera- 
tions on the controversial terri- 
_ torial issue as this question was. 

not answered in Soviet Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin’s reply receiv- 
ed an Sept. 13. 

Informed diplomatic sources 
believe that the Kremlin will 
not make public its official view 
on the disputed territorial issue 
unless Hatoyama decides to go 
to the Soviet capital, and even 
then not before he sits down 
at the negotiation table, 


With the approaching final 
decision on the proposed visit 
of the Prime Minister to the 
Soviet Union, intra-party politi- 
cal moves are being intensified. 

The Jikyoku Kondan Kai, a 
newly formed group of anti- 
Hatoyama Liberal-Democrats, is 
scheduled to call its general 
meeting today despite the ac- 
eusation by the Tory executives 
last week that they are form- 
ing “a party within a party.” 

This group, consisting of 168 
Liberal-Democrats, is expected 
to eppose Hatoyama’s mission 
to Moscow should Matsumoto 
report that the Soviets are not 
willing to consider the latest 
peace settlement formula. 


Diplomats Hold Doubts

MOSCOW, Sept. 24 — Western 
diplomatic sources here have 
serious doubts as to the timing 
and objective of Japanese Am- 
bassador Shunichi Matsumoto’s 
coming visit to the Soviet Union. 


Matsumoto has not contacted 
the Kremlin on the details of 
his plans in the Russian capital. 


The sources observe that the 
Russian side will not readily 
accept the expected Japanese 
proposal for continued negotia- 
tions on the territorial issue. 


Kremlin sources have made 
it clear that the Habomai and 
Shikotan islands will be return- 
ed only when a peace treaty is 
signed. This was understood to 
indicate Russia will recognize 
the five-point policy only in 
principle and will not accept 
any Japanese claim to territory

Somoza was flown by an 
American Air Force plane yesr- 
terday from the Nicaraguan 
capital of Managua to the Canal 
Zone and rushed to Gorgas 
General Hospital at Ancon, 


The President, who has been 
a Nicaraguan “strong man” for 
20 vears, was attacked by a 
countryman Friday midnight at 
a dance given in his honor at 
the Workers’ Club in Leon, 
some 50 miles outside of Man- 
agua. 

The attacker, Rigoberto Lopez 
Perez approached the President, 
drew a .38 caliber revolver from 
under’ his shirt and began 
firing.

A $2,310,000,000 foreign cur- 
rency budget for the second half 
of the 1956 fiscal year, the larg- 
est ever appropriated for a six- 
month period, is scheduled to 
be approved by the Ministerial 
Council today 

Of this total amount, $1,910,- 
000,000 would be set aside for 
import and $400,000,000 for in- 
visible trade. 


The main reason for the ex- 
pansion of the foreign currency 
budget was the anticipated pur- 
chase of 500,000 tons of steel 
material and 10,000 tons of 
electrolytic copper to keep Cown 
the price of steel and nonfer- 
rous metals, 


The budget also allows some 
margin for import of other ma- 
terials on the premise that it 
may take a long time for set- 
tlement of the Suez dispute. 

Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry officials be- 
lieve that when this budget is 
carried out, Japan’s total im- 
ports for the 1956 fiscal year 
will exceed $2,800,000,000 on an 
exchange payment basis. This 
would mean that while Japan’s 
trade would be balanced on 
paper its import “would actually 
exceed export by some $100, 

Final decision on one of the 
focal issues of the foreign cur- 
rency budget for the second half 
of 1956—how much rice Japan 
is to buy from abroad and from 
which country—wag put off un- 
til a clearer picture can be had 
of the domestic rice crop. 

Some $60,000,000 out of the 
total reserve budget of $210,000,- 
000 is to be set aside for import 
of foreign rice. 

The AA system budget for

President Nasser returned to 
his capital shortly after a joint 
communique was issued on the 
conclusion of his talks with 
King Saud of Saudi Arabia and 
Syria’s President Shukri Kowat- 
ly. . 


in the Saudi Arabian capital of 
Riyadh and broadcast by Cairo 
Radio, the three Arab leaders 
said: 

“The means to protect the in- 
terests of those states concern- 
ed in the navigation in the canal 
is to enter into negotiations 
with Egypt, owner of the canal, 
within the spirit of the United 
Nations and the Bandung Con- 
ference resolutions.” 

After declaring that much of 
their conference was devoted to 
questions of “strengthening 
Arab security and repulsing the 
Israeli threat,” the communique 
said the three leaders reached 
“unanimity” that the “Suez 
Canal problem and its circum- 
stances concern the Arab States. 
The conference, therefore, fully 
supports Egypt’s readiness to 
reach a peaceful solution that 
would also ensure her national 
interests and coincide with 
Egypt's aims and the United Na- 
tions Charter.” 

The communique disclosed no 
concrete decisions which the 
heads of States may have taken. 
They decided to meet again in 
Damascus within the next six 
months,

War to Stop” 
Status Shift © 


The 220,000-strong National 
Communications Workers Union 
(Zentei) is scheduled to stage 
a fight beginning Thursday 
against projected legislation to 
change the status of the third- 
class postmasters to that of 
holders of a special job. 

The decision to wage a battle — 
against the legislation, being” 
prepared by the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party was taken 
Saturday to allow the third- 
class postmasters, totaling 13, — 
500, to engage in political activi- 
ties and hold concurrent jobs. 

Zentei is opposed to the 
legislation on the ground that 
it would cause the postmasters. 
to neglect their post office tasks 
and devote themselves to ¢on- 
current jobs. | 

It was also feared that the 
legislation might cause seces- 
sion from Zentei of some 130, 
000 employes of the third-class 
post offices. 


A similar bill was presented . 
to the 24th Diet in accordance 
with the proposal of Shigemasa 
Sunada, chairman of the Liber- 
al-Democratic Party’s organiza- 
tion committee, who intended to 
lure the third-class postmasters 
into the ruling party. But the 
bill failed to be enacted because 
of opposition from some “seg=~ 
ments of the ruling party. 

Later, the third-class post- 
masters asked the Government 
and its party to introduce a 
similar bili again to the Diet. 

Acting on their request, the 
Liberal-Democrats are contem- 
plating the introduction of their 
bill after consolidating the ranks 
of the third-class postmasters by 
reviving the prewar Governs’ 
ment-sponsored third-class post. 
masters association. 

Zentei will incorporate the 
fight against the legislation in- 
to its struggle for higher wages 
under the nationwide autumn 
and yearend labor offensive 
called for by the General Coun-

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Speaking of Music... 


Elegant and Poised Like Vienna 
By MARCEL GRILLI 


Japan has for some time 
known and loved the musical 
masterworks that emanated 
from the city of Vienna and 
which are associated with the 

at names of Haydn, Mozart, 
Beethoven, and Schubert, and 
later with Brahms, Bruckner, 
and Mahler. Yet the Japanese 
have had very few opportuni- 
ties to come to know intimately 
in their concert-halls that other 
kind of*music for which Vienna 
is traditionally and justly fam- 
ous—those littie masterpieces of 
light and sparkling music pro- 
duced for parties or ballrooms 
or for general gaiety. 

At one time or other all the 
great Viennese composers have 
lavished their genius no less on 
such “fripperies” than they did 
on their symphonies and operas. 
The Strauss family, above all 
others, helped to perpetuate the 
city’s tradition of this superfine 
light music compounded of con- 
trolled gaiety, elegance, and 
dance rhythms, to serve as a 
spur and a joyful release for 
the sparkle which is usually as- 
sociated with “Alt Wien.” 


It is almost impossible to 
count the number of composi- 
tions—operettas, waltzes, quad- 
rilles, polkas, csardas, mezurkas, 
galops etc.—which the Strauss 
dynasty can account for. Indeed, 
it Is difficult enough to identify 
each separate Strauss, let alone 
the work of each. It were far 
easier to enumerate the line of 
the Hapsburg dynasty itself! 

Vienna Evening 


However, there is no difficulty 
ir identifying Eduard Strauss, 
As the present standard-bearer 
of the Strauss family, he has 
come to Japan for the specific 
purpose of popularizing the 
music of his native city. How 
well. he has succeeded in his 
mission is indicated by reports 
that his concerts with the Tokyo 
Symphony Orchestra have been 
“sold-out” events, whether in 
the capital or in the provinces. 
That Mr. Strauss could accom- 
plish his task successfully has 
been due not only to the 
distinguished musical name he 
bears, but even more to the 
fact that he is a_ seriously 
capable musician in his own 
right and a personally modest 
young conductor. 

Strauss’ program with the 
Tokyo Syinphony Orchestra last 
week obviously gave much 
pleasure to the capacity audi- 
ence in Hibiya Halli. This was 
still another “Wiener Abend”’— 
this one was sponsored by Dr. 
Franz Helmut Leitner? the Aus- 
trian Minister, and was well at- 
tended py diplomatic dignitaries, 
as well as by a packed house 
of Japanese music lovers.

were featured on the program. 
Their music may be considered 
typically a product of Vienna, 
and it is our gain that it has 
since gone forth to win the en- 
tire world. As an example of 
the universality of this music 
one might point out the fact 
that the very opening number 
on this program—Haydn’'s last 
symphony (No. 104, in D Maj.) 
-——won its sobriquet of “Lon- 
don” Symphony because it was 
one of a series of 12 written by 
the Austrian composer for the 
special enchantment of the Eng: 
lish capital. 


Style -and Dash 


Eduard Strauss visibly en- 
joys playing the music of his 
native city and he communicat- 
ed his pleasure to his players. 
Hence his performances had 
stvle and dash, as well as 
finesse. This was particulacly 
indicated in the spirited rhy- 
thmic ‘flow of the symphony’s 
minuet movement. The pres- 
ent conductor seemed to make 
it a point to disprove the fal- 
lacy that a Haydn minuet is 
often stereotyped and trite; it 
is so only when played without 
spirit. 

Another enjovable perform- 
ance was the short Interlude to 
“Notre Dame” by Franz 
Schmidt. This music is at once 
noble and lovable, exalted but 
intimate, and sonorous. The 
Tokyo Symphony players gave 
an excellent account of it, good 
enough to arouse our desire to 
hear the entire opera; the only 
knowledge we now have of it 
is that it was produced at the 
Vienna Hofoper in 1914, as the 
last novelty to be introduced 
before the outbreak of the First 
World War. One cannot but 
be grateful to Strauss for this 
brief introduction to the music 
of an Austrian composer, who 
is highly regarded in his home- 
land as the continuator of a 
long tradition, but who is hard- 
ly heard outside of those con- 
fines. 


Music of Forebears 

Every one of Strauss’ local 
programs—he has given 15 to 
date in various musical centers 
throughout Japan—has carried 
lavish amounts of the music of 
his own forebears. The post- 
intermission portion of this 
concert included no less than 
eleven such pieces. The effer- 
vescent Overture to “The Gypsy 
Baron” and the stately “Em- 
peror” Waltz were familiar 
friends, all the others were, as 
far as I am aware, “novelties” 
for Japan. These included such 
items as the waltz “Seid 
umschlungen Millionen” by 
Johann Strauss, the younger. 
and four polkas by Josef 
Strauss, not to mention the 
tuneful “Pizzicato” and “Thun- 
fer and Lightning” polkas, 
which were offered as encores. 

Strauss elicited from the To- 
kyo Symphony instrumentalists 
the best possible playing of this’ 
music, polished to a degree and 
with particular care as to refine- 
ment of phrasing and of accen- 
tuation. The shaping of the 
rhythm seemed to be just right, 
and it also gave evidence of 
much intensive rehearsing. 

No less memorable was the 
fact that there seemed to be no 
distortion of phrases, no ex- 
aggeration of upward swoops, 
no meaningless sforzandi and 
abrupt changes of tempi, all per- 
tinent items in which virtuosi 
conductors of this kind of music 
love to indulge. 

I am happy to state that 
Strauss had no need of such 
histrionics. His performances 
of the music of his forebears 
was elegant, graceful, and pois- 


ed, just like the city of Vienna.

continue efforts to reduce them 
as extensively as feasible.” 

Despite the inflationary tend- 
encies visible in many areas, 
the Fund said, there are many 
indications that the Govern- 
ments are aware of the risks 
and are more ready than in the 
past to take corrective and 
preventive measures.

U.S. Tariff Cuts Should 
Help Industries Here 


By SHELDON WESSON 


Discussion of the effects of 
tariff cuts on Japan's trade with 
the U.S. should be divided into 
two parts: Those which affect 
items that are important in 
current trade; and those which 
offer a potential business for 
Japanese industries in products 
which differ from current pro- 
duction. This article will touch 
on the first group. 


The reduction in certain types 
of silk scarves and handker- 
chiefs from 60 per cent to 50 
per cent has already been men- 
tioned. Perhaps of greater im- 
portance is a reduction on wool 
yarns from 15 per cent to 12% 
per cent, over three years. 
American manufacturers say 
that the 15 per cent rate offers 
no real barrier to imports now 
and that the lowér duty will 
merely accentuate that situa- 
tion. Japan’s export of wool 
yarn to the U.S. has just started 
to develop in recent years, very 
slowly. 

Silk fabrics and yarns stand 
to benefit. Fabrics wider than 


pressure for wage _ increases 
which are not matched by cor- 
responding increases in  pro- 
ductivity,” the report said.

30 inches will be cut four to five 
percentage points over the three 
years, and spun silk yarns will 
get about the same cuts. Even 
under current rates, sales of silk 
apparel fabrics of dress and suit 
weights are growing rapidly to 
record proportions. 

Woven cotton textiles are 
practically untouched, while sev- 
eral percentages have been lop- 
ped off gray bleached and color- 
ed cotton yarns, Cotton fabrics 
have figured importantly in 
trade heretofore, but sales of 
yarn to the U.S. have been 
small and irregular. So jt re- 
mains to be seen whether the 
yarn cuts boost sales signifi- 
cantly. 

Similarly, the tariffs were low- 
ered on certain rayon filament 
yarns, which have been small 
so far; which rayon staple, a 
touchy subject, was not reduc- 
ed. 

On the other hand, the rates 
on women’s foundation gar- 
ments will be cut from 37% 
per cent to 32 per cent and 
from 27% per cent to 23 per 
cent over the three-year period 
—an jmportant consideration for 
the growing brassiere trade. 
This cut is significant enough to 
have drawn a protest from the 
American manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. 

No Cut on Gloves 

It is only realistic to note 
that American importers of em- 
broidered wool gloves and knit 
cotton gloves had expected a 
duty cut at Geneva, and were 
critical of the U.S. negotiators 
for not including that item. 

Japanese-made slide fasteners 
were exported to the U.S. in 
modest quantities qa while back; 
and a Japanese manufacturer 
appeared in Washington to ask 
for lower tariffs, The rate on 
cheaper zippers, formerly 66 per 
cent, will be cut back to 50 per 
cent by the end of the three-year 
period, 

Damask table linens, an im- 
portant export item, will be re- 
duced from 15 per cent to 12% 
per cent; and most similar items 
will get cuts of about the same 
order, 

Some Tariff Cuts 

Here are some other items 
which have been exported to 
the U.S. in modest quantities 
recently and which now have 
reduced tariffs. Space limita- 
tions prevent a full listing of 
the actual tariff rates involved; 
but in most cases the cuts are 
about 15 per cent. 
Light-weight jute fabrics, 
sheets and pillow cases other 
than cotton; angora yarns, knit 
wool underwear, not embroider- 
ed; certain types of knit wool 
infants’ outerwear; a wide as- 
sortment of wool apparel made 
of woven fabric, particularly 
those listed in the nonspecified 
basket categories. 

Also, wool floor coverings in 
both the “over 40 cents” and 
“under 40 cents” categories, silk 
ribbons and other narrow fab- 
rics, certain textile machinery 
parts, straw and ramie hats; 
cotton, silk, rayon and synthe- 
tic fiber nets and nettings; cer- 
tain types of hosiery knit of 
cotton or wool, several “basket 
categories” of apparel decorat- 
ed with lace, etc.; beaded hand- 
bags; an assortment of rufflings, 
flouncings and similar fancy 
fabrics and _ products thereof; 
woven rayon mufflers and hand- 


kerchiefs, including those of 
other man-made fibers.

Sales of thé 
other items, with one exception, 
were stationary. The exception 
was glassware, which declined 
in sales because the demand séa- 
son was nearly over. 

Compared with August last 
year, wholesale sales of every- 
thing except dyestuffs were up. 

The wholesale market in tex- 
tiles and chinaware is begin- 
ning to show signs of animation 
as the season of demand is 
around the corner. 

Decreased production ‘was 
seen in August in bread, cot- 


ton and staple fiber textiles 
(both broad and narrow 
widths), towels, shirts and lea- 
ther shoes. 


Increased output was register- 
ed by blankets, knitted goods 
and underwear (all in seasonal 
demand), aluminumware, nails 
and sewing machines. 

Compared with August last 
year, output of bread, leather 
shoes and enamelware was 
down.

B.I. Observes 
Centenary 


One hundred years ago today 
the British India Steam Naviga- 
tion Company Ltd. — better 
known as “the B. 1.”——was born. 
The B. I. was founded by Wil 
liarn Mackinnon who with Rob- 
ert Mackenzie, another native 
of the small seaport of Campbel- 
town (Scotland), had founded 
the firm of Mackinnon Macken- 
zie & Company. 

In 1856 the B.I. had two ves- 
sels the Baltic and Cape of 
Good Hope, both were screw 
steamers of about 500 tons gross 
and some 190 feet in length. 

The first service operated was 
the Burma Mail run from Cal- 
cutta to Rangoon and as a re 
sult of the teak and rice trade 
the company soon prospered. 
In the course of time the B.I. 
expanded its routes until a vast 
network of services was built 
up and the black funnels with 
two white bands became 
familiar throughout the East. 
Less than 20 years after its 
existence the company owned 
31 ships, with four new ones 
building and by 1894 the fleet 
consisted of 88 vessels. The 
first vessel to make the north- 
ward passage of the Suez 
Canal was the B. I. ship India 
in 1869. 

In World War II no fewer 
than 51 vessels grossing 351,756 
tons were lost and almost half 
of the BI. fleet wiped out. 
Since then the rebuilding pro- 
gram has forged ahead steadily 
and in this centenary year the 
fleet consists of 61 vessels of 
various size up to the Nevasa of 
20,000 tons; five large oil tank- 
ers will be added before the end 
of this decade, Of particular in- 
terest are the B.I.’s two cadet 
ships Chindwara and Chantala 
each of which accommodates a 
score or more of young men in 
training as officers, 

In an average year the British 
India Company’s ships carry 
some 344 million tons of cargo 
and nearly 300,000 passengers 
over three million nautical miles 
of sea routes, 


Ichimada Stresses 
Asian Importance 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24 (Kyo- 
do) — Finance Minister Hisato 
Ichimada, who arrived in Wash- 
ington Saturday night to attend 
the International Monetary 
Fund and World Bank meetings, 
yesterday declared that he in- 
tended to drive across the im- 
por.ance of Southeast Asia eco- 
nomie development in his talks 
here with World Bank leaders 
and American Government 
authorities. 

At a press conference held at 
the Shelton Park Hotel, Ichi- 
mada said he aimed to stress 
“the economic importance of 
Asia, particularly with reference 
to Japan’s payment of repara- 
tions and its relation’ to devel- 
opment of Southeast Acia, 

Questioned a.out the recent 
ter dency in the United States 
for further tightening import 
restrictions on Japanese textile 
products, the Finance Minister 
said that both Japan and the 
United States were in agreement 
on the point that imposition of 
trade restrictions were undesir- 
abie. 

However, he felt that some 
degree of restriction might be 
unavoidable in the present cir- 
cumstances, He believed, never- 
theless, that the problem would 
be resolved through voluntary 
restriction of exports on the 
part of Japan itself,

CPA Sets Up! 


Fine Record 


Cathay Pacific Airways Limit- 
ed, an independent British air 
carrier based On Hongkong, 
could claim to have established 
a record of regularity and effici- 
ency for its air services when 
it celebrated the 10th anniver- 
sary. Cathay Pacific Airways, 
popularly known as the CPA 
in this part of the world, is the 
only privately-owned British re- 
gional carrier Operated by a 
group of British pilots. It was 
established by two former pilots 
of the China National Aviation 
Corporation, Nationalist China’s 
international airline, in 1946 in 
view of the urgent necessity for 
a regional airline connecting 
various countries in the Orient. 


The company Was reorganiz- 
ed in 1948 when Butterfield & 
Swire, Ltd., well-Known British 
shipping and mercantile com- 
pany in the Far East, purchas- 
ed a majority of holdings in the 
company together with the Aus- 
tralian National Airways. 


In 1954, a further issue of 
shares was taken up by John 
Swire & Sons, Ltd., London, and 
China Navigation Co., Ltd., both 
of which are associates of 
Butterfield & Swire and the 
Peninsular & Orient Steam Na- 
vigation Co. The Borneo Coa., 
Ltd., became a Shareholder of 
the firm in 1956. 


The company is now operat- 
ing services between Hongkong 
and Singapore, Hongkong and 
Manila, Hongkong and Bangkok, 
and Hongkong and Saigon with 
a fleet of Douglas DC-4 Sky- 
masters and DC-6 aircraft. Dur-

TICKER TALK

Last week’s seesaw battle 
ended in a net gain of only a 
fraction of a yen in terms of 
the Dow-Jones average but at 
the weekend there was consider- 
able improvement in the tone 
of the market. 

Although chart followers fore- 
see no sharp rallies in store for 
the new week, opinion was 
unanimous at the weekend that 
at least half of the nine-yen drop 
which will come in midweek 
when 415 shares go ex-dividend 
will be recovered. 

Among bearish factors to be 
contended with, there is still the 
fluid political situation that must 
be taken into account. There is 
no alleviation in the current 
pressing demand for funds to 
meet new stock subscriptions 
and the situation here has not 
been helped in any way by state- 
ments made by fiscal authorities 
that excessive investments must 
be checked, 


Currency and Credit 


However, rice payments will 
bring more currency into cir- 
culation and at least during the 
month of October the credit 
situation will be fortified by 
overpayments stemming from 
foreign exchange accounts. 

Also on the 26th, some 126 
firms will go ex-right and split 
their shares. Thus, stock prices 
in terms of the simple arithme- 
tic average will be sliced by 25 
to 50 per cent for most of these 
shares, bringing them within 
easier buying range. 

There is no doubt. that liqui- 
dation of credit transactions, al- 
though not completed in any 
sense of the word, has been car- 
ried out to a considerable ex- 
tent.

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U.N. and Suez 


The Anglo-French action to refer the Suez Canal dis- 
pute to the Security Council should be welcomed, it seems 
to us, for we feel it is a pity that this matter was not 
referred to the United Nations at an earlier date when 
much acrimony and a considerable amount of argument 
that appears to be beyond the point might have possibly 
been averted. 

According to the Anglo-French request, the Security 
Council, which will meet in New York on Wednesday, is 
desired to study “the situation created by the unilateral 
action of the Egyptian Government in putting to an end 
the system of international operation of the Suez Canal 
which was confirmed and completed by the Suez Canal 
Convention of 1888.” 


While Egypt is not likely to appreciate the wording 
of the reference there is apparently no objection on her 
part to the discussion of the issue by the Security Council. 
She believes she has done nothing that is not justified. It 
needs to be remembered that there is no question about 
the sovereignty of the territory through which the Canal 
passes, This, it is universally admitted, belongs to Egypt. 

But Egypt contends that not only has she the right 
to nationalize the Canal but that any interference in its 
operation by herself alone henceforth must be regarded as 
an infringement of her sovereignty. 

The Security Council will have to consider whether 
the act of nationalization, when brought into line with the 
provisions of the 1888 Convention, goes beyond a mere act 
of national sovereignty and involves a breach of treaty 
and international obligations. In doing so, it will have 
no easy task but we must hope that all the elements of 
the case will be fairly and carefully weighed and that mere 
propaganda speeches will be reduced to a minimum. 


No doubt the majority of members of the Security 
Council will make a genuine effort to seek a peac. “"' solu- 
tion but, of course, Soviet Russia is a member . may 
exercise her veto power if she believes the Security Council 
is taking a view unfavorable to Egypt. 

There is a widespread belief—and a good deal of 
evidence to support it—that Moscow has taken advantage 
of the Suez controversy to increase friction between the 
Western and Arab nations for its own purposes. It is 
well known that the forces of world communism have, for 
a number of years, been attempting to gain a foothold in 
the Near and Middle East. And those efforts have been 
speeded up in recent months. 


The recent relations between Egypt and the Com- 
munist bloc have been such that there is a fear that 
Moscow might at some future time put pressure on Egypt 
to act in a manner injurious to the economic interests of 
Western Europe. Communist efforts to secure economic 
control and domination over the Near and Middle East 
undoubtedly is a reality which all nations concerned must 
recognize and. no settlement with respect to the Canal 
could be welcome which might expose its operation in 
future to pressure from the Communist bloc. 

Any such denouement might be obviated if the United 
Nations were to set up its own organization to exercise 
certain functions with regard to the Canal which could be 
acceptable to all parties, including Egypt. Surely, some 
such arrangement entered into by agreement would not 
be infringing Egypt’s sovereign rights. 


Japan is not a member of the United Nations but she 
is fundamentally in favor of a peaceful settlement and any 
efforts made to that end will, of course, be welcome to her, 
whether she has any voice in that settlement or not. 

Egypt is expected, fortunately, to be represented at 
the Security Council discussions by its chief delegate to 
the United Nations. While it is not a member of the 
Council, Egypt is to be invited to sit in during the debates, 
although Egyptian arguments for a complete “hands off” 
the Canal will doubtless be urged and supported by the 
Soviet delegate. 

Presumably the establishment of the “users’ associa- 
tion” will hang fire until the Security Council has come 
to some sort of conclusion on the over-all situation. Egypt 
is resolutely oppesed to any such plan and there are mis- 
gZivings in other quarters as to its workability—particularly 
without Egyptian cooperation. It has not found favor with 
Japanese shippers although this country has not yet taken 
up a definite line on the matter. 

At the present moment, the position is that October 1 
has been fixed for the London meeting to take further 
Steps to establish the users’ association but presumably 
action will depend upon the Security Council’s findings. 


Meanwhile, we are glad to note Mr. Dulles’ opinion that 
the danger of war has been “reduced” although, un- 


fortunately, it has not been ended.

Real or False Alarm? 


Nationalists Against Hatoyama and Kine Pose Dubious Menace 


The nationalist front is astir 


once again. 

Even if the situation may not 
be comparable to the bloody 
years around 1930, it is at least 
more turbulent than in the last 
days of the Yoshida dynasty.. 

For several weeks, nationalist 
groups of all sizes and varieties 
have been busy campaigning 
against the Soviet Union and 
Japan’s Government leaders who 
are in favor of an early peace 
with her. More recently and 
particulary, they have opposed 
the planned trip to Moscow of 


Prime Minister Hatoyama and 
Agriculture Minister Ichiro 
Kono. 


The groups have held rallies, 
sent cables to the top Govern- 
ment leaders and political fig- 
ures concerned, and distributed 
posters and handbills. 

What should be more alarm- 
ing, however, is the fact that 
a considerable number of na- 
tionalists in Kansai and Kyushu 
came up to Tokyo, reportedly 
with dark designs. 

And this week continues to 
be a busy one for them. 

Gokokudan (National Protec- 
tion Society), whose President, 
Yoshiaki Sagoya, is the illustri- 
ous assassin of Prime Minister 
Hamaguchi, plans a unique rally 
for Thursday. 

‘Funeral Services’ Set 


At the Shimbashi Station 
plaza, the Society will hold a 
“funeral service” for the Hato 
yama Cabinet. 

In the center of the platform 
will be a regular Buddhist tab- 
let with a “posthumous title” 
for Prime Minister Hatoyama. 
The mock service will also fea- 
ture wreathes of flowers offer- 
ed in the name of the kin of 
the soldiers who died in the 
1904-05 Russo-Japanese War. 

This is what President Sagoya 
could reveal as “lawful” acti- 
vities of his society. “Beyond 
that,” he told this writer, “I 
am afraid 1 am not at liberty to 
disclose to you.” 

Although still commonly 
classed as a “nationalist” group, 
Gokokudan of today differs from 
others in that it advocates, like 
the Socialists, an early peace 
with the Soviet Union. What 
it objects to is the “traitozous” 
Hatoyama-Kono foreign policy. 

Also active is Seisanto, head- 
ed by Toshiharu Kawakami, ad- 
mirer and one-time protege of 
the late Mitsuru Toyama. 


Trained in Kyoto 

Although the organization’s 
headquarters is in Tokyo, Kawa- 
kami has his own army of 
youths who, quartered at his 
Kyoto residence, pursue various 
martial arts. In the summer of 
last year, the group took a one- 
week “military training course” 
which featured methods of kid- 
naping and killing people. A re- 
port says a similar program was 
held last month, 

Dai Nippon Senyukai (Great 
Japan Comrades-at-Arms Asso- 
ciation) is headed by Masuzo 
Yoshida, the last president of 
the prewar Seisanto, 

This group, based in Osaka, 
has mostly confined its activi- 
ties to the use of words. It 
wired Hatoyama, and Envoy 
Shunichi Matsumoto, telling 
them not to go to Moscow. 

During the last few weeks, 
it distributed 108,300 handbilis 
to the same effect. 

A spokesman for the  or- 
ganization last week said that 
it was against hasty resump- 
tion of relations with the So- 
viet Union because it would 
help Communist = subversion 
here. 

Thus, in their own logic, “the 
moves Agriculture Minister 
Kono make are like those of 
a Soviet fifth columnist.” 


To Make New Start 

Senyukai will make a new 
Start as of Oct. 1 under the 
name of Kokumin Doshikai 
(National Comrades’ Society). 

“Our membership has ex- 
panded to a point where we 
can start to build ourselves 
into a third political force.”

Force Not Likely 

When Prime Minister Hato- 
yama really decides to go to 
Moscow, would the nationalists 
attempt to intercede by use of 
force? 

Responsible officials in the 
law-enforcement agencies hold 
it unlikely that well-known or- 
ganizations would resort to any- 
thing drastic. 

One of the reasons for this 
supposition is that much of the 
publicity these groups are re- 
ceiving is fabricated to their 
advantage. That is, the more 
scare news they can spread, the 
better their business will be. 

Very few of these organiza- 
tions are financially self-suffici- 
ent. This means that they must 
receive “contributions” from in- 
dividuals or organizations, In 
their cases, however, the line 
between “soliciting contribu- 
tions” and extortion becomes 
rather thin. 

And to such groups that sub- 
sist on funds of this nature, the 
current political and internation- 
al situation is what a bumper 
crop is to the farmer. 

One may say that the press 
has unwittingly played into 
their hands when it exaggerated 
the “terrorist” aspects of their 
activities. 

How the “racket” works is 
illustrated by the following 
episode, learned from a reliable 
source, 

Extortion Common 

The leader of a certain right- 
ist society, notorious for his 
shrewd operations, was visited 
recently by a police officer for 
a friendly chat. 

The nationalist subtly drop- 
ped a hint that a certain top- 
drawer political figure was on 
the list of those to be disposed 
of. 

He waited a few days for an 
alarm to reach the “doomed” 


man through official channels. 

And when he sent one of his 
underlings to the politician for 
a little talk, the latter prompt- 
ly bought protection for 
¥3,000,000, not, incidentally, 
out of his own pocket but of- 
ficial treasury. 

Preposterous as this may 
sound, the party concerned be- 
lieved that the money was 
well-spent. 

Although victims may vary, 
extortion of this nature is com- 
monplace, according to official 
sources. And yet few instances 
come to light as criminal cases 
because the offenders nowadays 
know how to get the results 
without using violent language, 
not to mention physical force. 

When a well-known political 
assassin politely offers to “medi- 
ate” between two disputing par- 
ties, for instance, there is bound 
to be a quick settlement, 

There are grades in the pride 
these operators carry, however. 
A toughy representing a well- 
known society was once su- 
premely affronted when a firm 
he visited offered him ¥10,000. 

Offerings Welcome 

But not all so-called national- 
ists can afford to be that proud, 
particularly when they are not 
“major league.” Thus, many 
“heads” of one-man or- 
ganizations with high-sounding 
titles, eke out a meager living 
by scrounging a few hundred 
yen here and there. 

Even Bin Akao, president of 
Aikoku-to (Patriotic Party), who 
is respected by his colleagues 
for his probity and despised for 
his pro-U.S. stand, is said to 
receive with gratitude even an 
Offering of ¥1,000., 

On the other hand, security 
authorities do not entirely dis- 
count the possibility of indivi- 
duals attempting to resort to 
physical violence upon the top 
leaders. 

Under the present security 


system, it would be theoretical- 


ly easy to assassinate a Cabinet 
member, if the assassin does not 
expect to get awzey with it, 

Security measures in fact do 
not seem to be as heavy now 
as reports in the vernaculars 
indicated. 

Agriculture Minister Kono, 
the man thought to be most in 
need of guard, is said to have 
spurned police offer of a 24 
hour bodyguard. His reason? 
“I wouldn't be able to go to 
see my mistress (or mis- 
tresses).” 


Soviet’s Foreign Policy —

WASHINGTON — Writing in 
the monthly Swiss Review of 
World Affairs, editor Willy 
Bretscher of the Neue Zuercher 
Zeitung has undertaken a com- 
prehensive analysis of Soviet 
foreign policy. His study has 
led him to this conciusion: “The 
foreign policy of Soviet Russia 
in the present period of ‘relaxa- 
tion’ and ‘peaceful coexistence’ 
. «jis actually more aggressive 
and expansive than at Stalin's 
time.” 

Few who have studied close- 
ly the new ways and means of 
Moscow’s foreign policy will dis- 
agree with Bretscher. For while 
the form of Soviet diplomacy 
has changed, and drastically so, 
since Stalin’s day, the basic goals 
of Moscow’s policy have not. 
Nikita Khrushchev, the post- 
Stalin voice of the Soviet Com- 
munist Party, has said himself 
that anyone who expects Mos- 
cow to abandon the. precepts of 
Lenin “will have to wait until 
shrimps learn to whistle.” 


And need anyone be remind- 
ed that the most basic of Lenin’s 
teachings was world domina- 
tion by communism? Domina- 
tion by force, if mecessary, or 
—as now—Dby guile, intrigue and 
subversion. 


The most timely case in point 
is in Middle East. There, under 
the pretext of working for a 
relaxation of tensions, Moscow 
is actually working to increase 
dissension. 


Last year the “new look” in 
Soviet foreign policy was high- 
lighted by arms shipments to 
Egypt, shipments until recently 
camouflaged as dealings between 
Cairo and Prague, rather than 
with Moscow. 


Recently Soviet policy has 
been to keep the Suez problem 
acute. While Premier Bulganin 
recommends moderation to 
Western nations, Moscow itself 
is waging a propaganda cam- 
paign aimed at making it diffi- 
cult for Egypt to accept a set- 
tlement of the canal dispute. 


Soviet divisive tactics were 
much in evidence at the Lon- 
don conference few weeks 
ago. And after Moscow’s rejec- 
tion of more recent Western pro- 
posals for a Suez solution, Bul- 
ganin has now returned to his 
conciliatory gesture by saying 
that he would be prepared to 
participate in high-level talks 
on the Suez issue. 


Part of Willy Bretscher’s ana- 
lysis, incidentally,. deals with 
this Soviet strategy in the 
Middle East. Moscow, Bretscher 
feels, is attempting to “usurp a 
pseudo-protectorate over the 
world of the Arab peoples-in- 
transformation.” 


To the Swiss editor, one of 
the more respected of Europe’s 
foreign affairs experts, “this 
dramatic appearance of the Rus- 
Sians on the agitated political 
State of the Middle East con- 
Stitutes but one of the manifes-

the Soviets take in Africa and 
Asia, 

This “interest” the mainspring 
of an economic and political 
propaganda campaign, is neither 
paternal nor fraternal. It is, 
rather, who has been credited 
with expansionist doctrine of 
Lenin, who has been credited 
with the statement that the way 
to Paris is through Peiping and 
Calcutta. 

Nor are Asia and Africa the 
sole targets. The nations of 
Latin America have lately re- 
ceived increasing attention from 
Moscow. 


And in Europe, always a 
favored area for Soviet diplo- 
matic maneuvers, socialist 


parties have been entreated— 
without success—to join in 
“popular front” movements 
with local Communist parties. 

There, too, the Soviets. have 
talked soothingly of “relaxa- 
tion,” but their opposition to 
the reunification of Germany— 
Europe’s foremost political 
problem—has stiffened rather 
than relaxed. 

Thus, after three years of the 
Soviet “new look” it is clear 
that under the cover of relaxa- 
tion there has been set in 
motion an expansionist cam- 
paign more devious than that 
pursued by Stalin.

Appearance of 
SCUA

LONDON—The diligent stu- 
dent of international affairs 
now have to add another 


strange word to his vocabulary, 
SCUA, the Suez Canal Users’ As- 
sociation, Whether or not the 
creation of the second London 
conference on Suez will prove 
of practical importance remains 
to be seen. By practical im- 
portance I mean as a party run- 
ning the canal. 

But on its political importance 
there cam be no doubt. It is 
true that not all the 18 delega- 
tions have committed them- 
selves to SCUA, but all agreed 
that the Egyptian Government’s 
proposal announced to the 
world immediately after Men- 
zies left Cairo are too imprecise 
to be offerings as a basis for dis- 
cussion, 

In other words, SCUA is not 
a league against Egypt, but as a 
means to facilitate a provision- 
al and permanent settlement. 
Dulles has pointed out that Arti- 
cle I of the United Nations 
Charter ig not merely for peace- 
ful settlement, but for such set- 
tlement in conformity with the 
justice and international law. 

The Pakistan Foreign Minis- 
ter’s speech contained the only 
direct attack against the users’ 
association made at any stage 
of the conference, Malik Firoz 
Khan Noon said that the associa- 
tion is trying to impose a settle- 
ment on Egypt. There was no 
doubt in Dulles’ mind that it 
would be equally objectionable 
for Egypt to impose its settle 
ment on the users. 

At any rate, Pakistan entered 
the conference with an open 
mind on SCUA and stood firmly 
behind the original 18 power 
proposal. It would be an im- 
mense gain for President Nasser 
if one of the countries east of 
Suez and especially a Common- 
wealth country cuts adrift from 
the 18. 

It is part of his tactics to pre- 
sent this crisis as a dispute be- 
tween the Bandung powers and 
the imperialists and to blur the 
hard facts, But Asia still de- 
pends on the good and secure 
operation of the canal. 

There is little doubt that the 
influence of Pakistan and India, 
both members of the Common- 
wealth, one inside the 18 and 
the other mediating outside, 
could be of enormous impor- 


tance in bringing about the Suez | 


Canal question settlement. It is 
significant that as the curtain 
has fallen on the London con- 
ference Krishna Menon has 
swept on to the stage (Via 
Radiopress)
